biologically active substance in the holding area, and the immobilizing area includes a 
combination of areas different in a density of the biologically active substance in the 
immobilizing area , and wherein the culturing area is exposed on a surface of the cell 
culture substrate .

biologically active substance having a control-release property can be liberated from the 
holding area , and wherein the culturing area is exposed on a surface of the cell culture 
substrate.
